This letter acknowledges receipt of your June 24, 2019 Freedom of Information Act 
(“FOIA”) request to the Offiee of Legal Counsel (“OLC”), in which you sought “Copies of 
Memoranda of Agreement (MOAs), Memoranda of Understanding (MOUs),... or other liaison, 
information sharing or prisoner/detainee transfer agreements or delegations of authority with or 
involving Immigration and Customs Enforcement signed or otherwise put into effect between 
March 1, 2003 and the present.” We received your request on June 24, 2019, and it has been 
assigned tracking number FY19-172. Based on our preliminary review of your request, and 
pursuant to 28 C.F.R. § 16.5(b), your request has been tentatively assigned to the “simple” 
proeessing track. 

Because of the considerable number of FOIA requests received by OLC prior to your 
request, our staff has not yet been able to process your request. Accordingly, we will be unable 
to comply with the statutory deadline for responding to your request. I regret the necessity of 
this delay, but I assure you that your request will be processed as soon as possible. 

We have not yet made a deeision on your request for a fee waiver. We will do so after 
we determine whether fees will be assessed for this request.
